TOWN COUNCIL 

The first meeting of the Vulcan 
council of 1924 was held at the muni¬ 
cipal office on Monday night. Mayor 
Butchart and Councillors Stack, 
Dewie, Elves and Leverington were 
present, the absentees being Council¬ 
lors Spooner and Wolfe. 

The minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were read and adopted, and a num¬ 
ber of communications and accounts 
were presented. 

Council authorized the issue of 
restaurant licenses to the. Canada 
Cafe, New Club, Liberty and Imperial 
Grill. 

Mr. Russel Robson was heard by the 
council in reference to the purchase 
from the town of the property known 
as the Vulcan Opera house, and made 
the offer to buy at $1600, with the 
first payment of $750 and the balance 
at six, twelve and eighteen months, in¬ 
terest at eight per cent. These are the 
terms originally set by the council and 
the sale was made. 

Messrs. Wittock and Mutz, repre¬ 
senting the Vulcan light service, ap¬ 
plied for the completion of the fran¬ 
chise to give them the operating rights 
in Vulcan for the furnishing of light 
and power. Councillors Elves, Stgck 
and Leverington were appointed a 
committee to make the final arrange¬ 
ments for the franchise. Council made 
the appointment of A. J. Flood as se¬ 
cretary-treasurer, and'Dr. G. M. Car- 
son as medical health officer. 

Mayor Butchart made the following 
appointments: Deputy Mayor, L. H. 
Stack; Fire and Light Committee, 
Councillors Leverington, Dewie and 
Elves; Finance, Elves, Stack and Le¬ 
verington; Parks and cemetery, Wolfe, 
Spooner and Stack; Public Works, Le¬ 
verington, Stack, and Dewie. 

'* The secretary was authorized to ad¬ 
vertise for a general town man and 
scavenger. 

The secretary was instructed to take 
the necessary legal steps for the col¬ 
lection of arrears of taxes. 

Tire first Monday in each m^fkh was 
selected for the regular meeting nights 
of the council.

a producer into an official. In Canada 
every government department in our 
provincial and federal parliaments is 
overwhelmed and the tendency of gov¬ 
ernment expense is constantly upward 
and it is high time something drastic 
was done to reduce instead of increase. 
Everyone is aware that taxes are 
higher and more embarrassing, but 
how many realize how heavy the im¬ 
ports arc Taxation conceals it elf in 
part behind the “high cost of living.” 
It enters without our realizing it into 
the rent we pay, the cost of the clothes 
we wear and the food we eat, and in¬ 
deed into the price of every article, 
either of use or of luxury that we buy. 
The great bulk of taxation is passed 
on to the person who buys and con¬ 
sumes the materials of commerce, and 
it is impossible to imagine any system 
of taxation of which that would not 
be true. Canada is being governed to 
death and bled into anemia by the tax 
collector. 

The cost of producing hard spring 
wheat in the United States last year 
ranged from.85 cents to $2.19 a bush¬ 
el, while in Canada it ranged from 53 
cents to $1.19, the United States tar¬ 
iff commission found in its investiga¬ 
tion in connection with the app’ication 
for an increase in the wheat tariff. 
Under the “flexible” provisions of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff law, Presi¬ 
dent Coolidge Is empowered to raise 
the tariff If the commission recom¬ 
mends such action.

PUBLIC OPINION 

Public opinion is a force which must 
be organised* in a business Like manner 
if it is bo be truly effective. The pre¬ 
sent demand for lower taxation is a 
very good illustration of the differ¬ 
ence between organised and unorganis¬ 
ed public opinion. During 1922 and 

1923 attempts were made here and 
there all through Canada to show the 
serious need for lower taxation. These 
attempts were spasmodic and widely 
separated. They flared up and died 
away and as a result those'who re¬ 
present us in public affaire took little 
heed of them. But the ushering is 'of 

1924 saw a marked change in the 
movement for lower taxation. The Ca¬ 
nadian people were organised and at 
the present time are united in a de¬ 
termined effort to secure, rsiief -from 
our tax burden. How can we secure 
relief By making it plain, to mem¬ 
bers of parliament, and legislatures 
and municipal councils, that we will 
back them to the limit in any effort 
they may make to reduce government¬ 
al expenditures. The average man in 
public life is a shrewd person. He 
knows that if we want reduced taxa¬ 
tion and he does not try to get it for 
us, that at the next election he will be 
an “alsft ran”. Every taxpayer owes 
it to himself to drive this Lower Tax¬ 
ation campaign to a successful finish. 
He can help to do this if he will just 
sit down and write a short personal 
letter to every public man serving his 

...district, whether he be a member of 
parliament, a member of the legisla¬ 
ture, or a member of the municipal 
council. Don’t leave ijfto George—do 
it yourself. 

HAIL INSURANCE 

The tiew Hall Insurance Act has 
•been printed and is now ready for the 
government's consideration and it will 
come into effect on April 1st next. The 
new act is quite similar to the old one 
except for the following: 

A11 districts in the province south of 
township 63 will constitute the Hail 
Insurance district. No district will be 
.responsible to the board as. a district 
for the total levy at any date, but will 
have to turn over the taxes as collect¬ 
ed, together with any penalties. The 
districts inside the present Hail Insur-. 
ance district who are owing the board 
will still be responsible for that 
amount, but taxes imposed in subse¬ 
quent years will be turned over as 
collectedt Provision is made that a 
district may borrow the money to pay 
the board at any time, but it is not 
forked to do so. ’ 

Every district in the Province where 
more than thirty-five applications for 
insurance were .written the preceding 
year will be entitled to send a repre¬ 
sentative to the annual meeting at 
Calgary in 1926. 

The automatic feature, which was in 
operation in the seventy-two districts 
that voted in favor of the Act, is now 
removed, and any person wishing in¬ 
surance .will have to apply for it each 
year. 

The owner of the land is the only 
person Who can sign the application. 
Owner is given the same meaning as 
in the Municipal District Act. He has 
the say^as to how the money is to be 
divided in the event of a claim. The 
application is to be sent to the muni¬ 
cipal secretary and he will forward it 
immediately to the Hail Insurance 
Board provided it meets with the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: 

(1) The applicant must be the 

owner of the land and his name must 
appear on the assessment roll of the 
districtasTroeh.- 

(2) The land must be patented. 
There is one exception to this. In¬ 
surance will be granted on S.S.B. land 
if the signature of th? Soldier Settle¬ 
ment Board guaranteeing the payment 
of the taxes appears on the applica¬ 
tion. 

The applicant can only be in 
arrelhs for the year preceding the 
date oiids application. 

The rate charged as premium will 
not be the same to all who insure this 
year. The amended act provides for 
a sliding scale of rates, the Hail 
Board does not want to establish sur¬ 
charge areas in the province because 
they do not believe the system to be 
fair under fi0t\ proposed sliding scale, 
however,the ratepayers will be charged 
in proportion to the actual risk on his 
particular farm, and over a term of 
years the rate is bound to be absolute¬ 
ly fair and just. The amended act will 
automatically dissolve the old Hail In¬ 
surance district and the new one com¬ 
prising all of the municipal districts 
will be immediately formed and will 
take over the assets and liabilities of 
the old one. 

THE HORSE MARKET 

Signs of an early lifting of the cloud 
that has overhung the horse breeding 
industry were brought to the atten¬ 
tion of members in attendance at the 
annual meeting of the Clydesdale 
horse association ocf Canada at Toron¬ 
to last week. The directors’ report 
that the horse population from 1914 
-t<i 1923 had fallen off very heavily, the 
reduction in 1923 as compared with 
1922 alone amounting to 118,200, with 
the fiUies outstanding. However, 
practically all who addressed the 
meeting expressed the opinion that 
the bottom had been reached. They

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ITEMS OF INTEREST

According to figures given by J. M. 
Wajdle, chief engineer of the Banff 
national park, nearly 1600 American 
cars came into the park over the hew 
BanfT-Windermere highway during the 
period from June 30 to November 23, 
and 3341 Canadian cars entered the 
park with 16,600 passengers. 

Many Hebrideans are in sore want 
in the old country. The place for them 
is in the province of Alberta, where 
many of their relatives have settled 
and apparently are doing very well. 
But unfortunately we have no definite 
clear' cut plan for locating people in 
this country. - —• 

Exports of leather footwear from 
Canada more than doubled in 1923, the 
total for the year being $288,299, as 
against $132,302 in 1922. Canada’s 
best customers in this trade are New 
Zealand and the United States, which 
between them buy about 76 per cent 
of the leather shoes exported by Ca¬ 
nada. 

total enrolment at the Alberta 
Univwdty this term according to the 
annual report tabled in the legislature 
this week is 1314, of which 696 are 
in. arts and science, and 190 in medi¬ 
cine. hTere are 900 men and 414 wo¬ 
men students. British horn students 
total 1003, Canadians 762, foreign 239, 
of which 188 are from the United 
States. 

It is expected that refining will start 
at the Alberta Refining Company’s, 
plant at Coutts, Alberta, in the Sweet- 
grass field some time in March. This 
plant and that of the Alberta Refiner¬ 
ies at Edmonton, along with the $2,- 
500,000 undertaking of the Imperial 
Oil Company at Calgary will give Al¬ 
berta three refineries. 

The value of pulp and paper exports 
from Canada in 1923 amounted to 
$140,798,453. For the previous year 
the total value was $115,863,742, so 
that last year's figures showed an in¬ 
crease in the value of $24,934,711, or 
more than 20 per cent. Shipments 
were made to the United States, Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa and Japan. , 

Attention has been drawn o'riee more 
by airship experts in London, England 
to the fact that the only known sup¬ 
ply of helium gas in the British Em¬ 
pire exists in . the province of Alberta, 
that ten million feet Of this g, s was 
going to waste annually in this pro¬ 
vince and that the possibility of .estab¬ 
lishing an airship base at' some future 
date in Alberta was being discussed. 

A survey of five years’ winnings at 
the Chicago International Show by the 
province of Alberta since the first re¬ 
presentation was made in 1919 shows 
the following: 1919, five “prizes; 1920, 
nineteen prizes, two grand champion¬ 
ships; 1921, thirty prizes, three grand 
championships; 1922, thirty-five prizes 
three grand chamionships; 1923, forty 
four prizes, three grand champion¬ 
ships. 

Giving evidence before the pulp- 
wood commission in Edmonton the 
past week, C. H. Morse, chief ranger 
for the province, stated that'there was 
in the province a total area of 60,000 
square miles of marketable timbers 
and some 12 million acres of forest 
reserve. The sawmill material at pre¬ 
sent available he estimated at 16,000,- 
000,000 board feet, and pulpwood ma¬ 
terial at 270,000,000 cerds. 

Which makes us think of the sample 
of Strange’s wheat that Alfred "Speak- 
man, M.P., took with him to the coast 
recently. It was taken directly from 
the grain that won the world’s cham¬ 
pionship at Chicago. Speakman show¬ 
ed it to four different inspectors at the 
coast, who freely admitted that they 
were the best graders of wheat extant. 
Two gave an enthusiastic number 1 
and two called it number 2, one of the 
latter saying that it should rerlly be 
number 8. 

John Gibbs of Magrath who made 
an extensive tour of the States of 
Utah nd Idaho with a view of locat¬ 
ing there, returned to Alberta prepar¬ 
ed to remain in what he terms the 
best part of America. I know of right 
now for the hopie seeker. Land values 
are high and Faxes are out of sight.

$600 taxes on a 100 acre farm. The 
only way they carry on is to raise 
sugar beets. The farmers work hard 
there to make both ernte meet and 
farmers in- Alberta don't know what 
hard work is.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Alberta’s butter production last 
year was 18,500,000 pounds, or 2,00ffT-* 
000 pounds more than in 1922, accord¬ 
ing to reports presented at* the annual 
meeting of the Al.berta Dairymen’s 
Association. 

Another fire occurred at Nanton on 
Moil day morning, February 18, when 
a bowling alley was burned and the 
Ross blacksmith shop was damaged. 
A loss of $2,000 is reported with no 
insurance. The cause of fire is un¬ 
known. 

Ten huge concrete storage tanks, 
capable of holding 250,000 bushels of 
grain are being erected by the Robin 
Hood Milling company, adjacent to its 
mills at Calgary. This will increase 
the mill’s storage capacity to 250,000 
bushels. 

Figures issued in connection with 
the recent plebiscite on the liquor 
quetsion show that there were 275,339 
persons entitled to vote. Of this num- 
I ber 169,310 went to the polls, of these 
r00,564 being men and 68,764 being 
women.
